Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-13 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to simple stereocontrolled synthesis 
of salinosporamide A. The closest reference is Stadler et al. WO 2004071382, which 
discloses Preparation of 6-oxa-2-azabicyclo[3.2.0] heptane-3,7-dione (salinosporamide) 
derivatives for inhibition of proteasomes and treatment of proteasome-mediated 
diseases. The difference between the reference and instant claims is that instant 
claimed processes have not been found. A suggestion for modification of above 
reference to obtain the instant claimed processes has not been found. Claims 1-13 are 
allowed.
